by their decay, vitiate tho air, gener- 
ally hot aud unpleasant at be->t. 
Rats 


also give a warning when a cave is 
about to occur. They feel the pressure 
of thu settling ground even before tho 
cracking of tlio timbers is heard, and 
conic forth upon tlio lloor and scampci 
uneasily about by scores. For those 
•nd other reasons the miners have a 
rieudly fooling toward tho rats, feed- 
ing and protecting them.
